Joint Session Convenes. 

The joint session of the legislature con- 
vened in the house at 10 o’clock pur- 
suant to the resolution of Hon... B. B. 
Bower. of Decatur, adopted Wednesday 
morning. Shortly before the arrival of 
the members of the senate a resolution 
was introduced by Mr. Bell, of Spaulding, 
inviting Dr. W. C. Stubbs, of the Louis- 
jana experimental station, to address the 
joint assembly Friday evening, October 
2th. The resolution was adopted. Hon.. 
W. W. Walker, of Brooks, was sworn 
in as a member of the house by Justice 
Hal T. Lewis, of the supreme bench. 
Mr. Pace. of Newton, moved that after 
the exercises incident upon the reception 
of Lieutenant Brumby the house adjourn 
for the day. The motion was passed 
withou; discussion. 

Upon the convening of the joint session 
the chair was yielded by Speaxer Little 
to President Dodson, of the senate. 

At 10:30 o’clock Doorkeeper Russell, of 
the senate, announced to the assembly 
that the governor of Georgia, accompa- 
nied by a distinguished son of the state, 
Lieutenant Thomag M. Brumby, United 
States navy, together with a party of 
prominent citizens was at the door of the 
house. President Dodson directed that 
the party be admitted at once and Lieu- 
tenant Brumby, accompanied by the gov- 
ernor, the joint committee of the house 
and senate and the committee of Atlan- 
tians entered the hall. 


President Dodson’s Address. 


In introducing Lieutenant Brumby to 
the assembly President Dodson, of the 
senate, spoke in eloquent terms of the 
record of the young Georgian in the 
navy. He said: 

“Again is the gencral assembly of Geor- 
gia for 1898 and 1899 honored by a dis- 
tinguished visitor. At this hour the gen- 
era] assembly is convened in joint ses- 
sion to receive as their guest the faith- 
fu) and trusted Jieutenant of the hon- 
ored hero of Manila bay. 

“It is merely formal to introduce him to 
a Georgia audience, as he is a Georgian,

The speaker stated that he had received 
a message from Lieutenant Hodgson re- 


gretting that he could not be present, 


and praising the splendid service of Lieu- 
tenant Brumby for his country. In clos- 
ing, Mr. Howell 

“Georgia’s record in the war is one of 
‘which all Georgians should be proud. 
We rejoice in the fact that of ail the 
states in the union Georgia sent the 
greatest number of soldiers to the field. 
Of those who went not a man forgot that 
he was a Georgian nor faltered in love 
or duty to the flag under whose folds 
he marched.”’ 

The sword was then presented to Gov- 
ernor Candler by Mr. Howell in the name 
of the sword committee and on behalf 
the people of the state. 

Governor Candler’s Address. 

On receiving the sword from the rep- 
resentative of the committee Governor 
Candler held it proudly in his hand a 
moment and then returned it for the 
time being ti its case. In performing the 
trust imposed on him, Governor Can- 
dler spoke ag follows: 

“lieutenant Brumby: Your mother, 
Georgia, opens her arms to receive you. 
You return to her, not as the prodi- 
gal son, who went into a far country 
and ‘wasted his substance in riotous liv- 
ing, but you come after years of arduous 
toil—as the Spartan youth, whose moth- 
er bade him return with his shield or 
on it. You return with your shield and 
with untarnished armor, wearing the 
chaplet of the victor in one of the most 
remarkable naval battles in the annals 
of history, for the victory at Manila 
has no paraliel in the history of the 
world. Georgia is proud of her son and 
his achievements, and he is equally proud 
of her and her glorious history and mem- 
ories and traditions. Each has just _rea- 
son to be proud of the other. Each re- 
flects credit on the other. One of the 
original thirteen states which wrested 
independence from the British king af- 
ter seven years of heroic struggle, Geor- 
gia has never, when the national honor 
was imperiled, been a laggard in its de- 
fense. Georgia blood has flowed on every 
battlefield from Bunker Hill to San Juan 
heights, and Georgia sailors nave iil- 
lustrated Georgia valor on every: sea on 
‘which the stars and stripes have been 
unfurled. The old state has had abun- 
dant reason to be proud of the glorious 
achievements of her sailor boys, from 
old Oliver Bowen, with his galleys in 
Savannah harbor in 1776, down to her own 
gallant Brumby, who won imperishable 
fame in the harbor of M@nila in 1899. 


Georgians Patriotic. 


“Georgia soldiers and Georgia sailors 
have been everywhere where duty called. 
Though the youngest, the weakest, the 
most remote and the least important of 
the old thirteen, when her sisters whose 
grievances were much greater than her 
own, appealed to the god of battle, she 
bowed at the same shrine, buckled on 
her armor and made common cause with 
them. Her gallant sons kindled the fires 
of freedom on every altar and kept them, 
fed with patriotic blood, burning bright- 
ly til) the foiled minions of the tyrant 


said: 


deed ‘the land of the free 
e of the brave.’ In this san- 
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guinary struggle ker people. suffered 
more than the people of any other state, 
and her soldiers and her sailors fought 
and unfiinchingly bled for freedom with 
a zeal and devotion unsurpassed by the 
sons of any other state. 

“In the struggle of 1812 Georgia again, 
when the tocsin of war sounded, rallied 
to the slogan of ‘free trade and sailors’ 
rights,’ and her gallant soldiers and sail- 
Ors pcured out unstintingly their life- 
blood in defense of the national flag and 
the national honor. f 


Her Aid to Texas. 


“Again when the republic of Texas was 
born and her heroic people were struggling 
for freedom, the sons of the Empire 
State of the south, bearing aloft ‘the 
bonny blue flag that bore a single star,’ 
a flag fashioned by the fair hand of 
one of Georgia’s falrest daughters out 
of the ample folds of her own silken 
skirt, marched from the old historic 
town of Knoxville, Crawford county, 
Georgia, to the rescue of the struggling 
Texas patriots. 30llad and the Alamo 
bear testimony to their heroism and de- 
vyotion and the names of Fannin and 
Ward, and Georgia’s own Lamar, will 
live as lenge as patriotism and admira- 
tion for bravery finds a lodgment in 
the human heart. Later on, when the in- 
fant republic, after driving beyond the 
Rio Grande the invading foe, came bear- 
ing the banner of the lone star, and 
knocked at the door of the union for 
admission into the sisterhood of states. 
Georgia’s sons rallied to her support and 
bore the starry banner of the.great re- 
public to glorious victory, and Mexican 
soil drank Georgia blood on every field 
from Palo Alto to the City of Mexico. 
At the bombardment of Vera Cruz Geor- 
gia’s present illustrious adjutant gen- 
eral, John McIntosh Kell, now bowed 
down with years and infirmity, . 
walked tha quarter deck and Georgia s 
intrepid soldiers were at the Mexican 
capital when the stars and stripes were 
unfurled over the proud halls of the Mon- 
tezumas. Drawine the curtain over the 
unhappy scenes of the civil war in which 
torrents of Georgia blood deluged every 
field from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, 
and ensanguined every sea over which 
floated the ‘starts and bars’ to which we 
had sworn fealty, wae come to the war 
with Spain, a war waged not for con- 
quest nor territorial aggrandizement, but 
for humanity and in defense of a gallant 
people struggling for the God given right 
of self government. 

First Call Answered. 

“At tha first call no~state responded 
more promptly and today the muster rolls 
show that we sent to the front more 
soldiers than any other state in the union, 
while our sailors. with this gallant son of 
the Empire State of the South next in 
command to proud Vermont's illustrious 
old hero, whose gallant bearing and 
sturdy manhood are surpassed only by 
hig rare modesty, added new luster to 
our escuttheon. Happy Vermont! Happy 
Georgia! Indeed you may point with 
pride to these gallant sons and their 
glorioug achievement, and exclaim, ‘these 
are my-jewels!’ No two states from the 
dawn of the revolution to the sunset of 
the Spanish power in the western hemi- 
sphere can point to a prouder record. 
But today we speak only of Georgia and 
Georgia's heroic sons. On every field 
and on every sea Georgia's soldiers and 
her sailors have added imperishable lau- 
rels to her queenly ‘brow and she in turn 
has always delighted to do honor to her 
gallant sons. All people in all ages have 
honored genius and valor, but no people 
in any age have been more appreciative 
of the achievements of their sons, wheth- 
er in the field, in the forum, or on the 
high seas, than have the people of Geor- 
gia. Other states have perpetuated the 
memory of their distinguished men by 
monuments and statues in perishable 
brass or crumbling marble, but Georgia 
has enshrined the memory of her illus- 
trious song in the hearts of her people 
and perpetuated their fame in the names 
of her counties, monuments as enduring 
as the eranite of her own everlasting 
hills. So long as the counties of Bald- 
win and Crawford and Troup and For- 
syth endure, so long will Georgia’s peer- 
lesa governors, Baldwin, Crawford, Troup 
and Forsyth live in the memories of her 
people. So long as the counties of Bar- 
tow and Clinch and Floyd and Jackson 
appear on the map of the state, so long 
will Georgia’s people honor Geogzia’s 
peerless soldiers, Bartow, 
and Jackson, and while in thus perpetu- 


ating the memories of her statesmen and | 


soldiers, Georgia has not been unmindful 
of her gallant sailors, fof the memory 
of her own Commodore Tattnall is perpet- 
uated in the name of Tattnall county, 
and she may perpetuate the fame of an- 
other of her herote sailors by adding to 
the man the county of Brumby. 
Sword Given to Brumby. 

‘‘We welcome you, sir, to the home of 
your childhood, we honor you for your 
giorious achievements, we love you, 
you are our brother, 
justly proud. As a slight testimonial of 
the esteem in which you are held by 
all the people of Georgia, they have in- 
siructed me, their chief magistrate, to 
present to you this beautiful sword. The 
pure rays reflected from the precious 
gems in its jeweled hilt are no more pure 
than the love of Georgia for you, and 
the metal of its Damascus blade is no 
truer than the metal of him who is to 
wear it. Take it, sir, as a reminder of 
the honor and affection in which you 
are held by those who give it. Let it 
ever be drawn in defense of our country 
and our country’s flag and our country’s 
honor, put never against those who strug- 
gle for the liberty which we enjoy. Like 
the sword of the immortal Washington 
let it ever flash in the sunlight where 
freedom’s battles are fought, and like his 
let it be ever sheathed when freedom’s 
battle is won.” 

Brumby’s Modest Speech. 

Lieutenant Brumby rose to receive the 
sword from the hands of the governor, 
and as he did so the demonstration was 
inspiring. The crowd to a2 man seemed 
to have the name of Brumby on their 
lips, and in response to a call that could 
not be denied Lieutenant Brumby, rose

The system of clean- 
ing is the special feature which is de- 
manding the careful study of our cotton 
ginners. The locks of cotton are thor- 


discharged by means of an auger and 
carried inte a box specially attached for 
that purpose. We regard it as a 
fortunate thing for the cotton ginners 
of Georgia that this exhibit was placed 
at the state fair, for we are confident 
that our people will see the wonderfui 
merit of it and that it will replace many 
of the ordinary gins now in operation. 
The progress of the times demands that 
every improvement in the cotton gin- 
ning business be thoroughly studied and 
operated. .Another very important feat- 
ure in connection with this system of 
ginning and cleaning cotton its that there 
is not in its entire makeup a counter 
shaft. which renders the machinery very 
simple indeed. 

It ia estimated that by the use of this 
system the cotton will run at least two 
grades higher. 

- This system can be used either in con- 
nection with the square or round bale 
press.

Veterans Headed Procession—Distin- 
guished Personages Were in 
Carriages—Fourth Regi-

No conquering hero ever had a more 
triumphal march than that of Lieutenant 
Thomas Brumby yesterday. 

Cheered by the largest crowd of people 
probably ever gathered in Atlanta, the 
military parade, itself the most magnifi- 
cent ever seen in the south, headed by 
Lieutenant Brumby, marched from the 
state capitol to the state fair grounds. 

The sidewalks on the line of march were 
a solid mass of humanity, The buildings 
were filled with people anxious to catch 
a glimpse of the distinguished Georgian, 
glad of an opportunity to cheer the sol- 
dier boys. 

Lieutenant Brumby received one ,con- 
tinuous ovation from the time he left the 
capitol until he reached the Piedmont 
Driving Club, after reveiwing the parade 
in company with Governor Candler. 

The mere sight of his carriage called 
forth cheers which rang continuously in 
his ears until the parade was a thing of 
the past. Flowers were tossed to him and 
in every way the people of Atlanta, of 
Georgia and of the south displayed their 
esteem for the flag lieutenant of Admiral 


Dewey. 

No body of troops that ever marched 
through the streets of Atlanta made a 
finer appearance than that presented by 
those in the parade yesterday morning. 
They were from Georgia, Alabama and 
North and South Carolina, and they rep- 
resented the cream of the militia of these 


three states. 

The appearance of the troops was com- 
mented on on all sides and they acquitted 
themselves in a manner that may cause 
their states to feel justly proud of them. 

The parade left the capitol immediately 
after the exercises at that place. The 
head of the procession, composed of a 
battalion of mounted police, left the cor- 
ner of Mitchell and Washington streets, 
and the other divisions fell in behind in 
the proper order. 

Colonel Phil G. Byrd, chief marshal of 
the day, aided by Captain Nash, his chief 
of staff, had arranged the details of the 
parade in such an efficient manner that 
there was not a single hitch in the pro- 
ceedings. The parade was ready to move 
immediately at the conclusion of the ex- 


ercises. 

The parade lined up headed by Lieuten- 
ant Brumby in a carriage with thé gov- 
ernor, the mayor and the chairman of the 
reception committee. eee 

In the second carriage were seated Sen- 
ator A. O. Bacon, President Dodson, of 
the senate: Alderman I. §. Mitchell, Cap- 
tain James W. English. 

In the third carriage were seated Speak- 
er Little, of the house; Senator A. §. 
Clay, E. P. Rice and J. K. Orr. 

In the next carriage were Councilmen 
Parks, Holland, McCullough and. Alder- 
man Kilpatrick. Little Miss McCullough, 
Lieutenant Brumby’s sweetheart, was in 
this carriage and occupied a seat on the 
reviewing stand. 

Mrs. Brumby, the mother of the flag lieu- 
tenant, occupted a carriage with her son- 
in-law, Mr. Heywood. 

Among the prominent personages in 
carriages were Congressmen Griggs, Mad- 
dox, Lewis, Livingston, Howard, Adam- 
son and Lester; Joseph Orme, Thomas 
Egieston, Colonel Breckinridge, Colowel 
Speer, Colonel W. A. Hemphill, Judges 
Newman, Speer and Pardee, Colonel Steele 
and members of the city and legislative 
committees, 

One of the most interested spectators of 
the parade was Mrs. Brumby, the mother 
of the Heutenant. She watched her gal- 
lant son and smiled pleasantly when the 
crowds went wild over him. 

Immediately following the carriages 
came Grand Marshal Byrd, accompanied 
by the members of his staff and the mem- 
bers of the governor’s staff. 

The Fourth Regiment band, of Albany, 
Ga., one of the finest musical organiza- 
tions in the state, came immediately be. 
hind the marshal’s staff, playing a ‘pa- 
triotic air. 

Then came the confederate veterans, the 
heroes of the civil war, doing honor to one 
of the throes of the greatest naval en- 
gagement the world has on record. They 
were headed by the remnant of Doles 
Cook’s brigade and carried the old battle 
flag of the Fourth Georgia, which was 
dipped to Lieutenant Becumby. 

The Governor’s Horse Guard came next. 
This organigation was out in full force 
and made a fine appearance. Following 
came the cadets. 

The Fifth regiment Iheaded by Colonel 
J. 8. Candler, made a fine appearance and 
took a conspicuous part in the parade.: 

The visiting troops came in the rear of 
the Fifth regiment and wete cheered from 
one end of the line to the other. 

The drum corps of Charlotte, N. C., 
headed the troops of North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Alabama. The drum 
corps was one of the prettiest features of 
the parade and received an ovation. It 
was the first visit of this organization to 
Atlanta and the welcome it received was 
most enthusiastic. 

The troops from sister states made a 
fine appearance and received their share 
of the ovation. The men seemed prepared 
for service and marched with a regu- 
larity and ease that became oldtimers. 

Immediately following the military came 
the uniform rank of Knights of Pythias 
and other secret orders in uniform. 

A strong delegation of organized work- 
ing people, headed by Mike Riley, closed 
the parade.

At a meeting of the city council held 
in August a resolution was introduced 
and passed requiring the Consolidated 
company to move the tracks on Poplar 
street. The company was given thirty 
days in which to do the work and in 
the event it was done :n that time the 
board of public works was to take charge 
and charge the expense to the company. 
Just before the time expired the car 
company, through its attorney, A. LL. 
Miller. secured a temporary injunction 
restraining the city from interferring in 
any way with the tracks. The suit for 
a permanent injunction will come up be- 
fcre Judge Feltcn on the 31st. The com- 
pany will contend that the resolution of 
the council] is unconstitutional and that 
the city has no right to compel them to 
move the tracks. The city will contend 
that the tracks interfere with the prop- 
erty holdera along Poplar street, and 
that as the city eranted the franchise to 
the company, it has the right to revoke 
it at any time. 
The suit is an interesting one and the 
decision of Judge Feiton will be anxiously 


awaited. 
Fair for Macon.

MUST HAVE ARMOR 
FOR NEW WARSHIPS 


Chief of Ordaance O'Neil Makes Report 
to Department. 


PRICE LIMIT IS TOO LOW 


Work on New Battleships Is Now 
Being Held Back. 


THE CONTRACTORS WILL NOT BID 


Document Shows That Many Good 
Guns Have Been Added to the 
Service Recently. 


Washington, October 2.—The navy de- 
partment has made public the report of 
Rear Admiral Charles O'Neil, chief of 
ordnance, It shows a satisfactory con- 
dition of affairs in the ordnance branch 
of the service in all departments save 
that of armor. Admiral O'Neil goes at 
some length fnto the history of the pres- 
ent difficulty in obtaining armor suitable 
for the new battleships and _  crutsers. 
Congress last year Iimited the price of 
armor to $400 per ton. At this price no 
acceptable bids were received, but pro- 
posals were recently invited for armor 
for the three new battleships of the Maine 
class, the four harbor defense monitors 
of the Arkansas class. and the three 
battleships numbers 13, 14 and 15, and 
three armored cruisers. The total amount 
of armor necessary for the seven vessels 
authorized by act of congress approved 
May 4, 1898, was 24,000 tons. Only one firm 
put in a bid and that at $450 per ton. It 
was ascertained on’ inquiry that these 
bidders had no manufacturing plant 
whatever and the bid was not consid- 
ered. The difficulty in quality and price 
of armor arose in the desire of the 
department to secure plates of what is 
generally known as the Krupp process, 
which is deemed much more satisfactory 
than the face-hardened armor heretofore 
in use in American warships. The con- 
tractors claimed that it was impossible 
to supply this armor for $400 per ton, 
and the department, in order to avoid a 
delay in the completion of certain ves- 
sels already contracted for, was obliged 
to contract in August and September of 
this year for a comparatively small 
amount of armor, aggregating 2,268 tons. 
In order not to delay the completion of 
the vessels of the Maine class beyond 
contract date, Admiral O'Neil says that 
it will be necessary to make contracts 
for the remaining armor by January, 
190. He deplores the suggestion that the 
ordinary face-hardened armor should be 
used in the new vessels and urges that 
the matter should be laid before con- 
gress as soon as it assembles and that it 
be urgently requested to make such pro- 
Vision in the early days of the session by 
joint resolution or otherwise as will en- 
able the navy department to make con- 
tracts not later than January. 1900, for 
the best quality of armor that can be 
obtained. 

The question of a government armor 
factory, he says, should have no bearing 
upon thé supply of armor for the Maine, 
Ohio and Missouri, as it would be im- 
practicable to obtain armor from such a 
source in time to complete these vessels. 
He says in conckusion that it {fs quite 
evident that the building of armored 
ships of war must soon be discontinued 
by this government ynless the vexed 
question of the supply and cost of armor 
can be disposed of. Admiral O’Neil notes 
that a new type of gun has been com- 
pleted for the navy this year and will 
be ready to test soon. It is a 14-pound, 
3-inch rapid-fire rifle intended as a part 
of the armament of the new ‘‘destroyers’”’ 
and probably will form an important 
part of the secondary battery of future 
battleships and large cruisers. It is a 
particularly powerful gun of its size 
and is calculated to have a penetrating 
power of over an inch and a half of 
Harveyized steel at 3,000 yards. 

There is an interesting paragraph de- 
voted to automatic and machine guns. 
A new type, fully automatic, three-pound- 
er gun has been tried with promising 
results. It has a possible fire of seventy 
shots per minute, compared with forty 
shots per minute for the semi-automatic 
guns of the same type. 

The report says the new smokeless 
powder now in use in the navy is equal 
to the smokeless powder now in use by 
any other country. : 


MATTERS GETTINé& MORE MIXED 


Latest Phase of the Contested Hlec- 
tion in Spalding. 

Griffin, Ga., October 26.—(Specia).)—If 
one had dropped into Ordinary J. A. 
Drewry’s office at the courthouse about 
noon today and read over the different 
petitions, injunctions, mandamuses, or- 
ders, etc., that are now before him and 
are being served upon him as a result of 
the outcome of the pro? ibition election, 
they would readily see that the prohibi- 
tion. question ‘was just now in a pretty 
badly mixed state, with little prospect 
of soon pulling itself out of the mire. 

The decision of the ordinary of last 
(Monday, declaring his right to hear the 
contest, was denied by the anti-prohi- 
bitionists and a ‘dll of injunction, re- 
straining him from doing so, was at once 
filed. 

But this bill did not stop the move- 
ments of the antis, for the,attorneys then 
carried the case to the superior court, 
and Judge Reagan was asked to restrain 
and prohibit the orcdinary from hearing 
and passing upon the contest, and that 
he be restrained and prohibited from 
opening the ballot boxes and counting the 
votes therein, and the petitioners further 
prayed “that the writ of injunction do 
issue directed to James A. Drewry, or- 
dinary of said county, restraining and 
enjoining him from hearing and passing 
upon said pretended contest and that he 
be restrained and enjoined from opening 
the ballot boxes containing the votes 
therein cast in gaid election.”’ 

Judge Reagan’s decision sustained the 
ordinary, as the following will show: 

“Chambers, October 24, 1899.—The within 
petition being presented upon considera- 
tion that it is ordered and adjudged that 
the writ of prohibition and injunction 
therein prayed for be and the same is 
herein denied. 

“E. J. REAGAN, Judge S. C. F. c.’” 

Judge Reagan’s decision sustaining the 
ordinary was not accepted by the peti- 
tioners as defeat. In fact, it seemed to 
give them more life, for before the ink 
had hardly had time to get dry on the 
paper the case was carried to the su- 
preme court for final decision. 

It may be twenty days or longer be- 
fore the case is heard before the supreme 
court, but Ordinary Drewry announces 
that he will, promptly at 10 o'clock next 
Monday morning, call the contest case 
— rush it to a finish as fast as possi-

Dollars Are Thrown Into the sale 
Ring for Benefit of the Widow 
of a Suicide. 


Kansas City, Mo., October 26.—Dollars 
rained for three minutes in the sale ring 
at the Hereford show today. It was the 
culmination of a scene that was entirely 
foreign to a stock sale. The money was 
for Mrs. Kate Wilder Cross, widow of 
the late Charles §, Cross, founder of the 
Sunny Slope (Kas.) stock farm, and ¢ne 
of the most noted breeders in the coun- 
try. 

When Cross last fall found that he 
could no longer keep up_under a weight 
of debt which wrecked him and the Em- 
poria National bank, of which he was 
president, he shot himself.

Then Colonel Slaughter, of Fort Worth, 
Tex., stepped into the ring, throwing a 
silver dollar in the sawdust near where 
Bonnie Prince stood, called on _ those 
present to “throw in a dollar as a little 
present for the brave little woman.”’ 

Dollars fairly rained, and when they 
were later gathered up, they filled a peck 
measure. Then Mrs, Pawiine Whitman, 
whose late husband, C. N. Whitman, 
was one of the great Hereford breeders 
of the country, offered to add $200 to the 
highest price bid for Bonnie Prince. It 
was announced that Marshal Field’s rep- 
resentative had offered $910 for the calf, 
which, with Mrs. Whitman's $200, mage 
$1,110. Field was declared to be the pur- 
chaser. 

Fancy prices were again the rule at 
today’s sale and many highbred Here- 
fords were disposed of. Colonel Slaught- 
er, of Fort Worth, Tex., paid the highest 
price of the day, gfving $1,950 for Aaron, 
a calf just a year and a day old, owned 
by W. 8S. Vannata & Son, of Fowler, 
Ind. 

Babe of Alamo, a handsome three-year- 
old cow, was Knocked down to Frank 
Rockefeller, of Cleveland, O., for $1,600, 
after spirited bidding. She was sold by 
John Sparks, of Reno, Nev., who yes- 
terday paid $2,500 for the blooded heifer 
Armour Rose, 

Beau Donald. the eighth calf, was sold 
by W. H. Curtis, of Eminence, Ky., to P. 
C. Rohme, of Fort Worth, Tex., for $1,- 
200. Colonel Slaughter dropped out after 
bidding $1,125.

Alfred Gwynne Gels Larger Portion 
of His Father's Estate 


BECOMES HEAD OF FAMILY 


Comelius Is Glven $1,500,000 but No 
Mention Is Made of His Marriage, 


OTHER CHILDREN $7,500,000 EACH 


Chauncey Depew Gives Out a State- 
ment Showing How the Vast 
Estate Was Dispowed of 
by the Testa- 
tor.. 


New York, October 26.—The provisions 
of the will of the late Cornelius Vander- 
bilt were made public In a statement by 
Chauncey M. Depew. Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt inherits the larger portion of 
his father’s fortune and becomes the head 
of the Vanderbilt family. The will makes 
no mention of the marriage of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Jr., to Miss Wilson, nor to any 
quarrel between father and son because 
of the union, but apparently the father’s 
displeasure was visited upon the elder son. 
He received all told, under the terms of 


the will, but $1,500,000, and $1,000,000 of this) 


is held in trust by the executors. Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, is, of course, the 
residuary legatee and will possess a fort- 
une of probably forty to fifty million dol- 
lars. Gladys, Reginald and Gertrude (Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney), will receive 
about $7,500,000 each. But Mr. Depew 
states that Alfred will give from his 
share enough to Cornelius to make the 
latter as rich as his brother and sisters. 
Alfred will, therefore, turn over to Cor- 
nelius about $6,000,000. The statement 
reads:

BITS OF GOSSIP: 


Another of Georgia’s naval} heroes is to 
be honored—perhaps it ig more appropri- 
ate to say honor is to be paid his mem- 
ory. A movement has been started to 
erect a marble’ monument at Jasper, 
Pickens county, to the memory of En- 
sign Wood, the only Georgia naval of- 
ficer whose life has been given for his 
country in this war. The movement was 
started by Judge Gober, Senator Clay, 
Congressman Tate and other prominent 
north Georgians and the people of the 
section in which Ensign Wood's family 
resides are manifesting much interest in 
the project. 

‘A committee has been appointed to 
take charge of the matter,’’ said Con- 
gressman Tate, when asked about it yes- 
terday, “and you may be sure it will be 
carried through to a successful comple- 
tion. The marble companies will furnish 
the stone, and it is expected that suffl- 
cient money will be raised by subscription 
to pay for the construction of the mon- 
ument. It is our idea that only small 
contributions should be asked, and we be- 
lieve there will be a hearty response 
from the people not only of north Geor- 
gia but from all parts of the state. 
Young Wood was the finest type of Geor- 
gians. After his graduation from the 
Naval academy he ‘was assigned to navy- 
yard duty, but he wanted to get into the 
thick of the fight, and wrote Secretary 
Long such a strong letter urging that he 
be given active service, that the secre- 
tary was impressed and sent him to the 
fleet in the Philippines. As you know, 
he was killed out there a few weeks ayo 
while performing hazardous service to 
which he had been assigned. We believe 
al] Georgia will unite with us who ‘were 
his nearer neighbors, in doing appropri- 
ate honor to his memory.”

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HOW BILL JONES ACTED HORSE. 


Hitched Himself to the Plow While 
His Boys Drove Him. 


Donoho, 8S. C., October 2¢6.—(Special.)— 
There died not long ago in the Donoho 
community Bill Jones, a one-armed man. 
Bill made himself famous by pulling a 
Piow «ne year, while his two boys held 
onto the plow handles by ‘“‘spells.’’ That 
was when Bill was in his prime. Bill 
owned a small farm, and his family as 
large and expensive. Then just before 
breaking the soil for planting one spring, 
Bill's only horse up and died; and Bill 
could not buy another horse in all the 
country around, The people who had 
horses to sell told Bill they were sorry for 
him; that he would certainly have to let 
his family starve. , 

There was no encouragement o as- 
sistance that he could get from _ his 
neighbors. So poor Bill, who was an in- 
dustrious man and a good father and 
faithful husband, determined upon @ 
novel plan for making the crop, He told 
his two boys that he would pull the plow 
if they would do the plowing. The boys 
ridiculed the idea and tried to disparage 
their father. Then Bill Jones hitched 
himself up te a plow and the boys 
‘spelled’ one another as their father 
pranced up and down the field, pulling a 
heavy turning plow to break the _ soil. 
The neighbors came by and looked on in 
amazement. Bill weuld not stop to talk 
to them; but the neighbors got in a word 
every time he reached them on ais rounds 
and predicted that he would not be able 
to pull the plow all the spring and suni- 
mer, and that the crop would never be 
made and the family would starve, But 
Bill proved himself equal to the any 
horse or any six horses in the county, 
and pulled the plow every week day till 
the crop was laid by. When the crop 
was harvested and marketed Bill paid 
himself out of debt, paid cash for a 
horse, bought winter clothing for his 
family, laid in a supply of provisions, and 
still had $100 in cash on hand, 

When Bill Jones died he was the rich 
man of the Donoho community and his 
family lived in comfort and the boys and 
girls are married off better than their 
neighbors.

Mrs. Chap- 
man-Catt is endowed with exceptionally 
brilliant gifts and she will not permit 
the equal suffrage cause to languish un 
der her leadership.

The crowds were greater yesterday than 
on any previous day of the fair.

The travel into the city by the rall- 
‘roads yesterday was much heavier than 
‘on the day before, but not much more 
than on Tuesday. 

Visitors had been accumulating all the 
week and this helped to give the streets 
their crowded appearance. Then it was 
a general holiday in the city and all 
Atlanta was out to see the parade. All 
along the route of the parade the side- 
walks were lined from two to six deep. 
In some blocks there were 2,000 people. 
Away out Peachtree the blocks averaged 
1,004 spectators each. 

The vfsitors began coming early, just 
a little after 5 o’clock, and they Kept ar- 
riving by the train load until midday. 
Even the Georgia’s train, which arrived 
from Augusta at 12:30 o'clock, was filled. 


The union station proved its inadequacy 
all day long to thousands of people. The 
visitors had a weary time of it around 
the carshed waiting for their trains. At- 
lantians were not discommoded, because 
they had no occasion to patronize the old 
shed, but thousands of visitors were 
inconvenienced by the lack of accom- 
modations.

The Seaboard has been running an ex- 
tra train from Abbeville for several days. 

The Western and Atlantic had extra 
coaches in and out and extended the Ma- 
rietta accommodation last night up to 
Cartersville. 

The Atlanta and West Point had heavy 
travel] coming and going and the Geor- 
gia’s trains were crowded. 

Although tha Exposition park cars were 
filled all day, the crowds in the heart 
of the city did not seem to diminish 
Until afternoon. Fresh arrivals kept the 
Btreetg thronged. 

For a few hours in the afternoon the 
downtown district was not overcrowded, 
but as night approached the throng re- 
turned from the fair grounds. The loops 
of electric lights seemed to fascinate 
thousands who stood and watched the 
iWumination for a long time.

Through the four 
gates in the entrance four thick streams 
fed by the rapidly arriving street cars, 
kept pouring continually in. 

Once in the gates, these streams divided 
and sub-divided and soon became a part 
of the moving mass of humanity that 
was scattered all over the grounds. 

It was worth any one’s while to stop 
for ten or fifteen minutes at the en- 
trance and glance at the incoming visit- 
ors. The crowd was as interesting as it 
was large. and that is expressing its 
character in the superlative degree. It 
was made up of all classes and condi- 
tions. and was drawn from every city, 
town, hamlet and section of Georgia and 
the south. 

There was the farmer from the rural 
districts, accompanied by his family; the 
professional man, the clerk, the school 
girl, the negro in all his varying phases 
and degrees of material prosperity, drawn 
to the fair on account of negro day—these 
and many more, too numerous to name, 
went to make up the immense throng 
which packed the grounds, overrun the 
bulldings, crowded the midway, filled the 
auditorium, lined the terraces and filled 
the auditorium. 

Crowd Becomes Thicker. 

By 14 o’clock—just one hour after the 
gates had been opened—conservative es- 
timate placed the total number in the 
grounds at 7,000. At 11 o’clock this num- 
ber had been augmented at least 3,000. 
By 12 o’clock the 15,000 notch had been 
reached. During the lunch hour there 
Was no sign of lull, and the streams 
kept increasing. At 1 o’clock 20,000 had 
passed through the gates. 

Then came the head of the big parade 
at 1:45 o’clock, and this was the signal 
for the influx to assume the nature of an 
avalanche. The four ticket takers found 
that what they had considered hard work 
before was mere child’s play compared 
to the increased rush and the extra at- 
tention it entailed. The turnstiles click- 
ed. like clock work and one standing 
near the entrance could easily imagine 
himself in the vicinity of rapidly moving 
machinery.

The Morning at the Grounds. 


Those who arrived in the morning came 
with the avowed intention of spending 
the day, and family parties were the 
rule.

The appearance of the grounds all day 
made an interesting study. As far as 
the eye could see lines upon Iines of 
moving people flecked the avenues and 
lined the terraces.

Features of the Day. 


The features of the day were many. 
Of these one of the most interesting was 
the exercises of the negroes in the audi- 
torium, where a grand chorus of 1,000 
voices rendered a number of songs in a 
manner that called forth unstinted 
praise. 

Then there was the entrance of the 
big parade, which was an event in itself, 
accompanied as it was by a big display 
of enthusiasm. 

And the races in the afternoon. Aside 
from the fine sport these furnished, they 
were a distinct feature jin that they 
served to draw in a comparatively small 
space a majority of those on the grounds. 
To get a glimpse of this immense gath- 
ering as it surrounded the race track, 
swarmed over the walks, crowded to 
their utmost capacity the successive rows 
of terraces and even swarmed over the 
roof of the educational building, was 
alone well worth the price of admission 
to the grounds. During the races it is 
safe to say that immediately surrdtnd- 
ing the track there was a compact gath- 
ering of fully 15,000...

The usual fine line of attractions will 
be seen at the fair today, and every 
indication points to another large crowd. 

Today is North Georgia Day, and many 
prominent visitors are expected to be in 
the city. Special exercises will be held 
in the auditorium and everything possible 
will be done. to make the day an attrac- 
tive one.

President Thomas, being a lessee from 
the state, is apparently in favor of stay- 
ing on the old site, but no doubt he would 
just as soon go somewhere else if it did 
not cost very much more.

Two years later the Spanish retaliatory invasion of the Georgia 
colony was bravely met and defeated on historic St. Simon's island, and soon 
the enemy, worsted at every point, was compelled to withdraw from the scene 
of conflict. In the summer of 1748 General Oglethorpe bade a final adieu to 
Georgia, being succeeded in the administration of affairs by Colonel Wil- 
liam Stephens. Under the latter’s rule the Bosomworth matter, with al] its 
exciting incidents, came up for consideration.

Adverting to President Stephens’s incumbency, we 
would say that it was signalized by several important concessions from the 
Georgia trustees, the most notable having reference to the authorization of 
fee simple or absolute land titles, and to the introduction of slave labor.

cate of the judge as sufficient, it is too 
late to apply to this court for a manda- 
mus to compel the judge to certify fur- 
ther respecting such bill o* exceptions.

The above is true although cvunsel for 
the plaintiff in error may, before receiv- 
ing from the judge the -vertiiled bill of 
exceptions, have orally expressed some 
dissatisfaction with the certificate and 
requested an addition thereto.

Appli- 
cation for mandamus nisi. 
By the Court—1l. Where a petition filed 
by ‘several plaintiffs is dismissed on de- 


murrer, and their counsel, at the instance: 


and in behalf of all of them, present to 
the trial judge a bill of exceptions as- 
signing error upon the judgment ren- 
dered, which bill of exceptions is duly 
certified and, togethef with a transcript 
of their petition and the demurrer there- 
to. transmitted to this court, the mere 
fact that they are not named in the bill 
of exceptions, otherwise than as R. et ae, 
affords no reason for treating the writ 
of error as a nullity. Such a defect is 
not fatal; for the bill of exceptions may, 
on motion in this court, be amended by 
the record so as to specifically set forth 
the names of all the parties in whose 
behalf the same was sued out. Cameron 
v. Sheppard, 71 Georgia 781. It follows 
that there can be no occasion for, and 
the trial judge is without authority to 


eertify, a second bill of exceptions, pre- 
Sented to him. at the instance of the 
same parties, upon the jidea that, not 
having been properly designated in the 
first bill of exceptions as the plaintiffs in 
error, thev could not in this court suc- 
cessfully urge their claim to such bene- 
fits as might be derived therefrom.

Negro Day attracted to the state fair- 
grounds fully 5,000 negroes, and the elab- 
orate exercises in the auditorium fitting- 
ly closed an occasion which reflects the 
greatest credit on those who had the 
details of the day in hand. 

In many respecc:s Negro Day was the 
most interesting of any of the special 
days that have taken place at the fair. 
‘Certainly the interest taken in the oc- 
casion and the size of the crowd it drew, 
such. 

Booker T. Washington was to have ta- 
ken part in the exercises, but failed to 
reach the city. 

The special exercises, ‘which took place 
in the auditorium at 1 o'clock, were on 
‘a seale the like of which has never been 
attempted by the negroes of Atlanta be- 
fore—probably greater and more elabo- 
rate than that of any similar occasion 
ever given by the negroes of any section 
of the south. And the manner in which 
the programme was rendered, and the 
enthusiasm and ‘spontaniety of the oc- 
casion made the day altogether one to 
be remembered. 

The occasion was by no means one of 
local significance, and the crowd that 
gathered at the grounds and later pack- 
ed the immense hall of the auditorium 
was not solely an Atlanta crowd. It 
represented many different sections of 
the state and was representative of the 
best elements of the negro in all walks 
of life. 

The crowd arrived early in the day, and 
spent the forenoon inspecting the build- 
ings of the fair. The big chorus of 1,000 
voices, which was the principal feature 
of the day, arrived in bodies from the 
different schools. 

Exercises in the Auditorium. 

At 1 o'clock, when the exeQ&lises were 
scheduled to begin, the inner part of the 
auditorium was crowded to its utmost 
seating capacity, and hundreds stood on 
the bicycle track. The crowd was a rep- 
resentative one, and in the audience were 
hundreds of white people. 

On the stage the woman’s chorus from 
the different schools ot the city was 
seated. It occupied the center of the 
stage, and to the left the Mexican band 
was seated. The speakers occupied 
chairs in front of the chorus. 

The programme ‘was opened with a 
fine selection by ~he Mexican band. 

Then followed two pieces by the cho- 
rus. The first, ‘‘Steal Away,’’ a cele- 
brated negro melody, and the second a 
chant of the Lord’s Prayer. The sing- 
ing of the chorus was magnificent, and 
the time was perfect, the melody incom- 
parably sweet and the rich harmony and 
shading made the singing a rare treat. 

Following the singing, Rev. Dr. J. W. 
E. Bowen delivered an eloquent prayer 
of invocation in which he prayed for di- 
vine guidance for his race, that they 
might progress in the paths of industry 
and strive toward a higher standard of 
gitizenship. 

P@yton Allen, secretary of the negro 
department of the fair, then formally 
presented the negro exhibit to the asso- 
Clation. 

His speech was short, concise and full 
of earnestness. /Ie spoke of the negro’'s 
interest in the south and of the impor- 
tant part he*had played in the upbuilding 
of this section. He said that his race 
loved the south and saw in it the possi- 
bilities of its fullest development; that 
he was bound to it by many ties, and 
that he would remain a citizen of the 
South and work out his highest destiny 
in the land of his ancestors. 

In conclusion he spoke of the negro 
exhibit, and said that it represented the 
combined efforts of the negroes along 
several different industrial lines, and 
that he knew of nothing that had done 
more toward encouraging negroes in 
honest toil than the opportunity the fair 
had given them. 


Exhibit Is Received. 

At the conclusion of Professor Allen’s 
Speech of presentation, Hon. J. Pope 
‘Brown, president of the State Agricultur- 
@] Society, formerly received the exhibit 
in behalf of the fair. 

Mr. Brown said that it gave him great

He will proceed 
to Washington on Saturday and then 
visit his family in Virginia, where he 
will remain until he returns to Que- 
mados, his Cuban headquarters, in De- 
cember. 

“Why in the world they took me to 
Swinburne island I do not know, but I 
think it was to feel my temperature,”’ 
said the general. The reporter tried to 
talk about Cuba, but General Lee said: 

“Ask me about the Boer war—ask me 
about the coming election, but don’t ask 
me about Cuba or annexation. It’s. a 
mix-up. Sooner than talk about it I'd 
rather let you take my temperature 


again.’’

Convention Adjourned To Attend 
Brumby Exercises—Will Meet 
Again This Morning.

The third day’s session of the Cotton 
States Association of Commissioners of 
Agriculture was held yesterday in the 
city hall, and much business was trans- 
acted, though a recess was taken for the 


at the state capitol in the morning. 

The meeting was called to order by 
President O. B. Stevens, who announced 
that an invitation from the mayor and 
the committee on Brumby day to attend 
the sword presentation exercises at the 
capitol had been received. Commissioner 
Jastremski, of Louisiana, moved that the 
invitation be accepted and that the meet- 
ing should adjourn at 10:30 until 3 o'clock. 
This resolution was passed, but subse- 
quently changed so that the meeting 
would reconvene at 12 o'clock. 

A resolution was introduced by Com- 
missioner Redhead, of Mississippi, asking 
that the United States congress pass the 
Nicaragua canal bill. This resolution was 
as follows: 

Whereas, the opening of a short route to Ja- 
pan, China and the Philippines will create 
an unbounded new field for sale of southern 
cotton, timber and other products, therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That this Cotton States Commis- 
sion of Agriculture do most earnestly urge 
the senators and representatives of the respec- 
tive cotton states to lend their aid and sup- 
port to the opening of the Nicaraguan canal or 
such other inter-oceanic route as may be 
deemed practicable by congress. 

As soon as the resolution was read it 
was unanimously adopted without its 
being referred to the committee on reso- 


lutions. 

President Stevens then announced the 
following committees: 

Ixecutive committee—Redhead, of Mississip- 
pi; Culver, of Alabama. i, 

Committee on rules—Jastremski, of Louis- 
jana; Patterson, of North: Carolina; Redheaa, 
of Mississippi. 

Committee on legislation—Patterson of North 
Carolina; Hill, of Arkansas; Wright of Geor- 


Committee on transportation—Jastremski, of 


Louisiana; Wright, of Georgia; Culver, of Alu- | 


bama. 

Commissioner Jastremski, of Louisiana, 
then read one of the most interesting pa- 
pers that has been presented before the 
convention since its session was begun. 
He dealt with the subject of ‘‘The Sirup 
The com- 


in attendance upon the convention and 
his paper was well received. 

After hearing it, the convention ad- 
journed for the Brumby exercises, and 
the members proceeded to the state capi- 
tol, where they were entertained by the 
Brumby committee. 


A New Way To Get Statistics. 

At 12 o'clock the convention § recon- 
vened, and a resolution was presented 
from Commissioner Jastremski on the 
subject of gathering statistics of cotton 
and other crops. This resolution was as 


follows: : 

Whereas, justice to the buyer of cotton and 
justice to the grower of cotton alike suggests 
that reports of the condition of cotton during 
the period of cultivation and of the probable 
yield thereof should emanate from sources of 
the most reliable character; and, 

Whereas, the cotton markets are largely gov- 
erned by reports made by calculators on the 
one hand and on the other by federal and 
state correspondents, who are responsible to no 
authority for the accuracy of their reports or 
estimates of crops; and, 

Whereas, the belief is current that the cot- 
ton growers are the principal sufferers from 
the calculations and reports referred to; and, 

Whereas, the necessity #s apparent for the 
creation of a system of official reports emanat- 
ing from officials upon whom responsibility 
oan be placed for the accuracy of their re- 
ports and estimates of cotton and other crops; 
be it 

Resolved. That the Cotton States Assocla- 
tion Commissioners of Agriculture do hereby 
earnestly petition the governors and legisla- 
tures of the south to enact laws requiring 
the county tax assessors to report at stated 
times to the state commissioners of agriculture 
of their respective states the number of acres 
devoted to the cultivation of cotton and other 
products, the condition of said product during 
the period of cultivation, especially of the 
yields thereof, the shipments thereof, and such 
information relating thereto as may be deemed 
useful. 

Fnther, That the said reports of county as- 
sessors should be made on blanks of a uniform 
character, furnished by the said state com- 
missioners of agriculture, and that it shall be 
the duty of the latter to compile the said re- 
ports of county tax assessors monthly and to 
publish and exchange said compiled reports. 

It was passed by the convention, 
though Commissioner Patterson, of 
North Carolina, objected to it on account 
of the making of tax assessors gatherers 
of the statistics. . 

An interesting and instructive paper 
from Commissioner Hill, of Arkansas, 
was read. This paper dealt with the 
subject of “Corn and Wheat vs. Cotton.” 
The paper advocated a diversified crop, 
and was full of strong argument taken 
from personal experience. 

A resolution was then introduced by 
Commissioner Jastremski asking that the 
secretary of agriculture of the United 
States obtain a supply of sugar cane that 
is grown in Peru. This was passed unan- 


imously. 

A resolution from Commissioner Red- 
head was then read, asking that the 
president of the association issue an ad-

It was unanimously 
passed. 

Commissioner Patterson introduced a 
resolution asking that the department of 
agriculture of all states and territories 
be allowed to use the postoffice franking 
privilege, and that the senators and rep- 
resentatives from the states represented 
be asked to advocate such a bill. 

Richard Cheatham, editor of The Cot- 
ton Planters’ Journal, of Memphis, in- 
vited the convention to hold its next 
meeting at Memphis. The convention 
passed a resolution thanking the legisla- 
ture for its invitation to attend its ses- 
sions. Then it adjourned until 3 o'clock. 


Next Meeting in New Orleans, 


In the afternoon the convention as- 
sembled and was addressed by State 
School Commissioner G. R. Glenn on 
‘“‘Manual Training.’’ The speech was so 
well received by the members that a 
resolution asking the commissioner to 
put his address in writing so that it 
might be printed with the others was 
unanimously passed. 

It was then decided to hold the next 
m-eting of the convention, which will be 
the first annual meeting, at New Orleans 
on the second Wednesday in January of 
next year. 

A paper was read from S. P. Williams, 
of Savannih, on “Uniform Classification 
of Cotton.’”’ The paper was read by As- 
s «tant Commissioner Wright, of Georgia, 
in the absence of Mr. Williams. 


A Sensation Raised. 


It was just before the reading of the 
peper of Mr. Williams that the sensation 
of the meeting occurred. It was about 
an attempt to pass a resolution allowing 
certain negro professors to be called 
honorary members and to attend the 
meetings cf the convention, with the 
privileges of the floor, but not of vot- 
ing. 

The resolution introduced was by Com- 
missioner Patterson, of North Carolina, 
and it asked that the directors of the 
state experiment farms, the state chem- 
ists and the professors in the state agri- 
cultural and mechanical colleges, sup- 
ported by part of the land scrip funds, 
be made honorary members of the as- 
sociation and that they be allowed the 
privileges of the floor. 

When the resolution was read it was 
stated that some of the persons included 
in it would be negroes. Then President 
Stevens stated that the word white should 
be substituted after the enumeration of 
persons included, but Commissioner Red- 
head, of Mississippi, objected, stating that 
negroes needed all the education and 
heip possible for them to obtain. This 
brought forth some discussion from each 
of the members present. 

Several efforts were made to amend 
the resolution, but each attempt served 
only to show that the sense of those 
present, or, at least, of nearly all pres-

ent, was that the color line should be 
drawn, except in such cases as of Booker 
Washington, and he seemed to be the 
only negro who would be asked. 

Finally, after considerable discussion, 
the resolutions were referred back to the 
committee on resolutions, and will come 
up again this morning. 


A Cotton Estimate. 


An estimate of the cotton crop, in an 
informal way, has been made by the 
members of the association, and the 
number of bales placed at between 9,000, - 
000 and 9,500,000. The estimate was from 
personal experience and information. 

The convention will reassemble this 
morning at 9 o’clock for its final session, 
and it is expected that the session will 
prove the most interesting of the entire 
meeting.
